1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office Action. 



2. Claims 1-18 have been canceled. Claims 24-38 have been added. Please note that the 
amendment filed June 17, 2002 requested the addition of clams 19-33, however, as claims 19-23 
were still pending the new claims were required to be numbered as 24-38. Claims 19-38 are 
under consideration. 



3. The rejection of claims 19-33 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention is made for the same reasons of record as applied to claims 1-11 in the prior Office 
action. It is note that applicant has submitted a translated version of the foreign priority 
document in order to obviate this rejection. This has been considered but not found persuasive. 
The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference to a foreign application or 
patent, or to a publication is improper. The M.P.E.P. (608.01) states: 

An application as filed must be complete in itself in order to comply with 35 U.S.C. 1 12.
